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BRISTOL    CONSERVATION     COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  was  authorized  by  the 
vote  of  the  1966  Town  Meeting  and  was  created  by  the  Se- 
lectmen with  the  appointing  of  John  Greenan,  Fred  Dushame, 
Austin  D'Arcy,  and  Samuel  Worthen  as  members.  The 
Commission  thinks  of  itself  primarily  as  a  watchdog  com- 
mittee to  protect  the  natural  resources  of  Bristol  for  the 
benefit  of  its  citizens.  It  has  met  several  times  during  the 
year,  and  among  its  considerations  are  : 

1.  [Meeting  with  the  Planning  Board.  Park  Commissioners, 
Community  Center  Council,  Slim  Baker  Fund  Direc- 
tors to  discuss  mutvial  needs  and  to  cooperate  in  a  long 
range  program  for  the  town.  The  Commission  feels 
that  eventually  all  the  recreation  activities  and  resources 
of  the  town  should  be  the  responsibility  of  one  super- 
vising committee. 

2.  Working  with  pollution  control  forces  towards  a  B 
classification  of  the  Newfound  and  Pemigewasset 
Rivers. 

3.  Evaluating  as  controlled  natural  scenic  areas  such  loca- 
tions as  Profile  Falls,  the  Cascades  by  the  former  rail- 
road station,  and  the  Newfound  River  from  the  old 
IPC  plant  towards  the  square. 

4.  Encouraging  and  coordinating  the  replacement  of  shade 
trees,  especially  in  the  vicinity  of  the  square. 

5.  Determining  what  areas  on  the  shores  of  Newfound 
Lake  are  still  accessible  to  the  public. 

6.  Making  recommendations  for  further  develojmient  of 
the  town  beach. 
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The  commission  feels  that  tlic  town  beach  should  l;e  its 
first  consideration,  ^[ore  and  more  people  are  availinsj 
themselves  of  this  area,  }"et  no  sanitary  facilities  are  provided. 
The  construction  of  toilets  was  a  recommendation  of  the 
Selectmen's  committee  which  made  a  study  of  the  beach.  All 
leaching  fields,  however,  must  be  at  least  seventy-five  feet 
from  the  lake,  and  the  beach  is  too  narrow  for  this  drainage. 
For  this  reason  the  commission  is  recommending  the  pur- 
chase with  matching  Federal  funds  of  the  property  known  a.^ 
the  Community  Key.  This  land,  it  is  felt,  should  be  part  of 
the  town  beach  and  would  provide  space  for  parking  as  well 
as  the  drainage  for  the  sanitary  facilities.

In  1949  the  Town  of  Bristol  beg'an  operating  the  Bristol 
Water  Works,  a  newly  designed  domestic  water  supply  en- 
gineered on  a  projected  basis  of  approximately  20  years. 
After  18  }-ears  of  operation  certain  deficiencies  have  come  to 
the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  and  as  a  result,  an  en- 
gineering firm  v/as  called  in  to  make  a  survey  of  our  plant 
and  recommendations  for  future  requirements. 

The  firm  of  Camp,  Dresser  &  ^vIcKee  made  the  survey 
and  furnished  us  with  a  report  of  their  recommendations  on 
l>resent  day  needs  as  well  as  a  20  to  30  year  projection.  It  is 
based  on  population  and  population  trends,  water  use  and 
water  use  trends,  storage  and  transmission  lines  for  indus- 
trial and  domestic  use.  as  well  as  fire  flows  required  by  the 
N.H.  State  Board  of  Underwriters.  The  cost  of  comi:)]ete]y 
correcting  conditions  under  the  initial  program  cannot  be 
justified,  however  a  construction  program  should  be  incor- 
porated to  complete  the  reinforcements  as  funds  become 
available. 

These  matters  as  well  as  the  financing  of  the  reinforce- 
ments recommended  are  discussed  in  detail  in  a  brochure 
which  has  been  furnished  to  the  Selectmen,  Fire  Commission, 
Planning  Board,  etc.  Copies  are  available  and  may  be  bor- 
rowed from  the  Minot-Sleeper  Library  by  those  interested 
in  the  report. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  that  this  matter 
should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public  and  pursued 
to  a  satisfactory  solution.
